Scores of guests, deciding that it was to be 


a wet evening, hid some of their wetter warej 
in staterooms. 
It so happened that prohibition

at their height, a party of searchers came 
aboard, broke into lockers and left the party 
high and dry—including the private supply of 
the hosts. 


Toward the end of the season, when

affair was staged by the publishers of a trav- 
esty entitled "Salt Water Tafly."
